Fame in the learned part of Mankind, in 
order to appear with Luſtre to the reſt, and 


to acquire the publick Eſteem, with a pri- 


vate View of Lucre and Profit, rather than 


the real and only eſtimable Honour of doing 
good, are too often the general Motives of 
Action; ) an Attempt of that nature calcu- 


lated for the Service of Mankind, and dt- 
veſted of thoſe Views, muſt from its ſingu- 

ity meet with a kind Reception. Ima- 
gining therefore, that the common Claſs of 
Mankind are kept ſtill in the dark, and that 
the unfortunate Sufferers in this Diſtem- 
per having no notion of the Nature, Cauſe, 


or proper Remedies, are ſtill impoſed upon 
by Quacks and ignorant Pretenders; I 


have endeavoured to inculcate my Know- 


ledge herein, founded on the Obſervations 
of the moſt eminent Writers in the plaineſt 
manner, ſo as to make it intelligible to the 


meaneſt Capacities, ſo as to enable ſuch un- 


happy Perſons to relieve and cure themſelves,

Prejudice of Mankind in general. To pre- 


vent therefore future Impoſitions on the Ig- 
norant, and to ſecure my fellow Creatures 


all that in me lies from being longer kept 


in the dark, I have undertaken and purſued 


this Work.

Many of the F emale Sex, inca- 
pable of Vice from — ntrnents, be- 
come daily the wretched Victims of this 


fatal Enemy, brought upon them innocently; 


tho' ſuch unfortunate Sufferers will never 
meet with Reproach or Ridicule but from 
baſe and ill-diſpoſed Minds. If Pity and Relief 
can any where be rightly placed, ſurely the 


propereſt Object to exerciſe them on is the 


melancholy Situation of a diſconſolate Fe- 


male, whoſe Body is tainted with a loath- 


ſome Poiſon by the Embraces of a careleſs 
vicious Husband ; or has it inſtilled into her 
Boſom by the malignant Contagion of a 
wicked Nurſe, or the ulcerated Mouth of a 

ſucking Infant touch'd with the like Ma- 
lignity. Theſe Caſes are particularly con- 
fidered in this Work, and at the ſame time 
her Deſire of Secrecy ſo well ſatisfied, that 
by conſulting the Monitor I here recom- 
mend to her, who cannot divulge what ſhe

The whole Hiſtory of the Venercal DiC- 


eaſe, of its Riſe, Progreſs, and various

| Proceſs, Caule and Cure of the Venereal Diſorder, 
I will proceed without farther Preface. 


Pat. Sir, you are very obliging, and I am im- 
patient for the * 5a you promiſe me. 

Phy. To do juſtice to the Subject I muſt ſpeak 
fully to it, tho? I ſhall obſerve all the Conciſeneſs 
it can poſſibly admit of. A little after impure 
Copulation, a burning Heat, or elſe a Heat of 
Urine is felt about the Penis in a Man, and Vulva 
in a Woman. To this Symptom generally ſuc- 
ceeds, within two or three Days, a Gonorrhea ; 
but ſometimes it happens otherwiſe, and in this caſe 
the virulent Matter is ſtill within, and is carried 
along the Skin to the Groin, and forms what we 
call a Budo, 


Pat. Some of theſe Symptoms 1 have (as I ſaid) 


experienced. But I interrupt you. 


Phy. Sometimes alſo callous Ulcers riſe in the 


Scrotum and Perinæum, with callous and cancerous 
Ulcers between the Preputium and Glans. In ſome 


the Teſticles ſwell. In a confirm'd Pox, Spots 


break out very thick about the Face, like Lentle- 
Seed, very ſmall, ſome red, ſome yellow in the 
Temples, F orehead, and behind the Ears, eſpe- 
cially about the Roots of the Hair, then in the 


Head, and 2 about the whole Body. Malignant 
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Humours break forth in Puſtules of various Co- 
lours, which heal of themſelves, and break out 


again in other Places afterwards, other ſmall 


Puſtules riſing round about theſe, which firſt cor- 
rode the Skin, and in the Sequel become virulent 
and ſordid Ulcers. 

Pat. Sir, I deſire leave to be heard a methent. 
It ſeems to me, that to qualify me rightly for com-

- Phy. Some of thoſe Proofs which Gread to 
evince that the Proftate are not. the primary Seat 
of the Diſorder, are of uſe alſo to ſhew that ori- 
ginally it affects only the Crethra; if a Gonorrhaa* 
£00k its Riſe in thoſe remote Parts, the Urethra 


muſt be neceſſarily filled with the corrupt Matter 
while it runs out of the Penis, and if ſo, how 


could an Injection ſtop it, ſince it cannot arrive at 
the Seed-bladders or Proftate? As therefore thoſe 


Parts are free from the Corruption in its Begin- 
ning, and an Injection ſtops the virulent Flux, it is 
reaſonable to think that only the more forward 


Parts of the Penis are infected originally; and this 
will appear ſtill more probable, if we conſider 
how eaſily the Contagion may be convey'd into the 
Urethra, eſpecially in the Part adjoining the Gans ;

To proceed then, it 
was obſery'd before, that there are ſeveral Open- 
ings, ſome of them very large, in the Urethra 
theſe by nature diſcharge a Liquid of a white and

Phy. For the clearing up this Difficulty, you 
are-to conſider that ſome Glands in the Body do 


not always diſcharge or emit their Liquor as faſt

| ſome (yſtis or Bag made for that purpoſe by Na- 
ture, from which it flows only on proper Occa- 
| ſions. Again, there are other Glands that have 
_ excretory Ducts which open externally, and let 


their Liquor flow from them continually, without 


retaining any of it. Of the former Kind are the 
Proſtate, the Teſticles, and the Glands that open 
into the Seed-bladders ; under the latter fort are 
compriſed the miliary Glands of the Skin, and 
thoſe whoſe excretory Ducts are the Lacunæ in 
the Female Vagina, and the Urethra in the Male 
Sex.

Pat. Pray what do you infer from this? 

Phy. That if we ſuppoſe two Glands, one of 
each ſort mentioned, which in equal determi- 
nate times ſeparate equal Quantities of Fluid, 
the Bulk of the one fort muſt be much greater 
than that of the other, and the leaſt Exceſs that 
can be (ſuppoſing the Matter of the Glands nearly 
the ſame in both) muſt be equal to the Quantity 
of Liquor that is ſeparated in that time, and is 
retained within the Glands; but although there be 
the leaſt Exceſs, yet the Difference between their 
Bulks may be much greater in proportion to the 
Capacity of the Retaining Glands to hold a double, 


triple, quadruple, &c. Quantity of that Fluid 


which is commonly diſcharged at once from the 
other Glands; and upon this account any aſſign- 
able Proportion may ſubſiſt between the Bulks of 
the Glands; tho' the Quantity of Liquor ſeparated 
in any Space of Time may be the ſame in both. 
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Pat. Still, Doctor, I do not well underſtand 
why theſe Glands of the Urethra and Vagina 
ſhould in time of a Gonorrbæa diſcharge a Quan- 
tity of Fluid ſo much exceeding what they ſend 
forth in their natural State. „„ 
.,Phy. What I am going to ſay will ſatisfy you. 
Me learn then from the Animal Oeconomy, that 
in caſe any Gland or excretory Duct be ſtimulated, 
the Quantity of Liquid which it diſcharges will be 
conſiderably augmented by ſuch Stimulation ; and 
that in proportion to the greatneſs of the ſtimu- 
lating Force which the Gland or Dutt undergoes : 
For inftance, Experience ſhews that a little of the 
Powder of Cantharides, or Spaniſh Flies, apply'd 
to any Part, foon raiſes a Bliſter, and by its Sti- 
mulation cauſes the Glands there to diſcharge a 
quantity of Matter greatly exceeding what would 
naturally flow from the Part by inſenſible Perſpi- 
ration. We find alſo that a minute Portion of 
this ſtimulating Matter, as can be convey'd by the 
Blood to the Bladder and Parts of Generation, is 
{ſufficient to produce an Inflammation in thoſe. 
Parts, to occaſion an Erection of the Penis, and 
even to cauſe a ſmart Pain and Heat of Urine. 
Now doubtleſs, if ſome of this Powder was laid 
on the Urethra or Vagina, it would in like man- 
ner immediately inflame thoſe Parts, produce Ul- 
cers, and cauſe a great Flux of liquid Symptoms, 
not unlike thoſe attending a Gonorrbæa, but with 
this difference, that the Diſcharges would not equal 
that which flows in a Yeneres! Gonorrhea, either 
in the Malignancy or Length of Duration: Since 
then the Venereal Contagion is of an acrimonious 
corroding quality, it may well raiſe Ulcers in the 
. Urethra and Vagina, ſtimulate all the Parts of the 
Glands affected, and cauſe as great an Efflux of 
Liquor as is produced by the Cantharides ; -

the Venereal Diſeaſe. 
the Venereal Contagion being of a more virulent 
nature than Cantharides, if fix d in any Part af- 


fected either in the Riſe or Progreſs of the Diſtem- 


per, produces a greater Diſcharge of the Liquid 
ſeparated by the Glands, than the Powder of the 
Flies can poſſibly do. If to theſe Conſiderations 


we add, that of the great Number of theſe Glands, 


with the Shortneſs and Wideneſs of their excre- 


tory Ducts, the Greatneſs of the Eflux and its 
Duration will become very intelligible. Upon the 
whole, a judicious Man will make no difficulty of 
allowing, that a ſtimulating Humour is capable of 
producing as great and laſting a Flux from the 
Urethra and Vagina, as attends any Gonorrbæa;

Pat. From this Reaſoning, methinks, I appre- 
hend - ſufficiently the Nature of this Acrimony, 
and to what degree it may operate; I now wiſh, 
Doctor, you would explain in what manner a Go- 
nmnorrbœa is produced? 5 
Phy. The Sentiments of the beſt Authors are 
as follows. That the common Effect of an acri- 
monious Liquid operating on any Part, is a con- 
ſtant and forcible Contraction of the Veſſels, which 
being more or leſs reſtored by the Strength of 
their Springs and the Velocity of the Liquids that 
paſs thro? them, on that account produce a greater 
Flow of Humours, Hence the Orifices of the 


excretory Ducts, and the Ducts themſelves of the 


Lacunæ, being ſtimulated by the acrimonious Hu- 
mour communicated in a Gonorrhæa, an unuſual 
- Diſcharge of the Liquids proceeds from thoſe 
Ducts, proportional, ceteris paribus, to the acting 
Power, and is the natural Conſequence of ſuch a

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Pat. This Account is very intelligible, and no 8 


leſs ſatisfactory: But give me leave, Doctor, to 
ask you: Do you imagine that ſo minute and par- 


ticular a Detail of the Subject is neceſſary for me? 
Phy. Moſt certainly; for by it you are able to 


form a right Judgment of all that paſſes in the 


time of a Gonorrbæa, whether it be skilfully ſtop- 
ped, or only in an improper and uncertain manner: 
1 muſt add, that as this ſtimulating Power, in the 


Caſe before us, is the communicated Contagion, 
and is applied to a Part conſiderably more tender 
than the tendereſt Glands, it is obvious that the 


Quantity of Liquid which cauſes a Gonorrhea is 


much leſs than that which produces an Ulcer, 
where the Quantity of contagious Humour in the 
former Caſe may poſſibly not amount to the thou- 


ſandth part of a Grain weight. Farther, as this 
Stimulation is continual, ſo muſt its Effects be 


alſo, for which reaſon the corrupt Humour in a 
Gonorrhea muſt flow inceſſantly Night and Day, 
and that in any State or Poſition of the Member 


affected, as in fact we find it does: And what is 
ſtill more conſiderable, the flowing Humour not 
only begins its Efflux earlier than could be if an 


Ulcer was firſt to be formed, but is likewiſe of a 
white Hue, and of a thicker Conſiſtence than 
any Ulcer in ſuch a Caſe could poſſibly furniſh. 
Theſe Symptoms make it manifeſt, that this 


whitiſh viſcid Humour, thus early appearing, 


and conſtituting a Gonorrhza, is the Liquid of 
the Lacunæ which we oblerved in the Urethra, 
not ſo much corrupted by the Contagion, as 
ſimply produced and made to run by its Acri- 
mony, and conſequently, on the whole, the Urethra 
muſt be allow*d to be the Seat of a Gonorrhea.

Phy. By Degrees this liquid viſcid and whitiſh 
Humour becomes thinner, and aſſumes a yellow 
and green Complexion : The firſt Symptoms are to 
be aſcribed chiefly to an Increaſe of the Quantity of 
the ſecreted Liquid; tho? the Nature of the Hu- 
mours or Salts that occaſion the Yellowneſs, may 
help to dilute it, and contribute to its Thickneſs. 
The Yellownels is partly derived from the yellow 
Humours of our Blood, and partly from acrimo- 
nious Salts concerned in the Production of a Go- 
norrhæa: As to the former it is well known, that 


| when a Secretion of the Glands is over haſtily per- 


form'd, and that ſome of the Glands are injur'd, 
the Humour ſeparated by thoſe Glands will form a 
leſs pure and uniform Conſiſtence than before: 
And therefore it is manifeſt how Gall, mixing with 


the Liquid, ſhall make it run out of an yellow 


Hue. This 1s not only argumentatively true, but 
what we alfo experience in ſcrophulcus, as well as 


many other ſorts of Ulcers ; the Diſcharge from 


them 1s very yellow, even more ſo, than that of a 
Gonorrhea, tho? indeed the Liquor of theſe Ul- 
cers, if dry*d upon Linen, looks leſs yellow, be- 
cauſe as it 1s much thinner it is more diffuſed, and 
ſpreads . more on Linen and evaporates faſter in 
drying, as well as its Colour. Yet as the Yellow- 
neſs in the Caſe of a Gonorrhea has ſomething in 
common with that of contagious Ulcers, and of 
ſuch as are not ſo, we may conclude that the ſame 
Symptom in both, (the Yellowneſs) may pro- 
ceed from the ſame Cauſe, viz. an Influx or 
Mixture of the bilious Parts of the Biood, What 
makes this more probable is, that when the Gonor- 


rb&a has been ftopp'd and curd, this Yellowneſs 


has often continued to the laſt Drop of the Efflux 
while there was any, which could not be, were it 
always a Part or even a Mark of the Infection.

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Pat. Give me leave to interrupt you, Sir, to know 
whether on an unskilful or haſty Stoppage of this 
yellow Diſcharge in a Gonorrbæa, a Pox might enſue ? 
Phy. It may, and frequently does, when Medi- 
cines are improperly adminiſtred ; and no doubt 
but the corroſive Cauſe might be of a Nature 
capable of producing the Yellowneſs, and that this 


_ corroſive yellow Subſtance is aſſuredly an Acid 


becauſe it alſo turns Green by the Mixture of the 


urinous Salt or Alkali, and animal Particles of the 


mpbæ.

From all this I imagine, Doctor, that 


the later a Gonorrhea ſhews itſelf after Coition, the 


greater may be the Virulency. 

Phy. You are in the Right ; for the later the 
Symptoms appear, the longer time have the acri- 
monious acid Salts had to change, and corrupt 
the Liquids naturally ſecreted by the Glands; and 


the gradual Increaſe of the Running for the firſt 


four or five Days 1s in Proportion to the Degree 


of the Corroſion in that time, whilſt the Deepneſs 


of the Colour increaſes in each of thoſe Days by 
reaſon of the continual Increaſe of the infecting 
Salts ; for their Proportion to the Quantity of the 
Fluids every Day becomes greater. | 


Pat. Let me farther ask you, Doctor, can a 


Pox be produced while the Running continues? 
Phy. It cannot, the Contagion daily diſcharging 
itſelf outwardly by the Genitals. On the contrary, 
if the Diſcharge be unskilfully ſuppreſs d without 
a proper Cure, then the virulent Humour paſles 


into the Blood and produces a Pox. 


Pat. Pray what may be the reaſon that the Ef- 
flux in a Gonorrhaa produces no Senſation? 

Phy. The reaſon is, that any Efflux is the 
Effect either of a Relaxation of the Valves of the 
Seed-bladders, or of the Liquor produced by ſti- 


mulating

and being not in either Caſe the Cauſe or Effect of 
Defire, it flows without any Senfation of Pleaſure.

The ancient and modern Authors don't agree on 
the Nature of the Venereal Diſeaſe; and as they 
differ in their Opinions, as well as m the Method 
of curing it, I have made it my Study to examine 
them all, in order to find out, by Obſervations - 
and Experiments, which is the beſt Opinion; and 
alſo, which is the beſt Method of treating theſe 
Maladies: Therefore, as it would be too tedious 
to relate them all to you, I will refer you to the 
dentiments of Abercromby, Deidier, Deſault, and 
others, who are of opinion (and with more Proba- 
biüty and Reaſon than the others) that the Venereal

Phy. This * I have andy and can 
demonſtrate it to you (not by obſerving the Liquor 
that comes out in a Gonorrbhwa, as Dr. Robinſon 
has improperly done, which Liquor is an Effect of 
the corroding Worms that ſtimulate the Glands in 
the Urethra, and not the communicating Matter) 
by putting a little quantity of Pus, taken from an

Pat. I fee, very plain, a quantity of little 
Wind mixed in that thick ſcabby Humour, and, 
without any more Arguments, I am convinced by 
this viſible Experiment, that this Diſtemper comes

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hend how an infected Perſon, whoſe ulcerated, 
Parts, fwarm with Worms, may eaſily communicate 
them in conjunction when the Pores are open, as 


you have obſerved, and from the time that the 


Worms have penetrated into the Parts of either 
Sex, they may multiply there when they find a 
Diſpoſition for it, and the Diſeaſe may make its 
Progreſs in proportion. 5 

Phy. It is juſt ſo: And if Lice and Crab-lice 
are contracted by approaching, and are ſoon mul- 


tiplied, ad inſinitum, much rather may the Pocky 


Worms be introduced into the Parts of either Sex, 
and multiply there more eafily, inaſmuch as the 
_ Liquids filtred there are proper Materials for Ma- 
trices, and conducive to their ſpeedy Generation ; 
and the ſame Worms which ravage the Glaus or 
Prepuce in the Urethra in Men, and the Glandulæ 
 Vaginales in Women, may form Shankers and Go- 
norrhæas, and all the Symptoms peculiar to the 
Venereal Diſeaſe ; and therefore it is not abſurd to 


aſſert, that the Venereal Diſorder is a vermicular one, 
as the Itch, Plague, and other epidemical Diſorders, 


Pat. By your way of reaſoning, I very eaſily 
comprehend how all the Symptoms in the Vene- 
real Diſorder may be occaſioned by theſe Worms: 
But the only Difficulty that remains to me is this, 
that I have obſerved that ſome who have had com- 
merce with infected Perſons without any appearance 


of Harm, had nevertheleſs twelve or fifteen Years 


after manifeſt Symptoms of the Pox; tor I ſhould 
think, that if Worms were the occaſion of the Ve- 
nereal Diſeaſe, as ſoon as theſe Worms are intro- 
duced into the Parts of Generation, they would di- 
rectly multiply, and make fome Breach at the 
Places they enter, whilſt the Clap or Pox ſhew 
themſelves in a few days; nor would they lurk. in 
the Blood ſo long a time without any Appearance 
Vhatſoever. bs 3 1 
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Phy. I may very eaſily prove, from this very 
Suggeſtion of yours, that the Venereal Diſtemper 
is occaſioned by Worms, and may lurk in the 
Blood for a conſiderable time without making any 
Appearance; the Reaſon is, ' becauſe the good 
_—_ of the Blood, or the Elaſticity of the So- 
ids, may hinder the Worms from increafing ſo 
much as to produce manifeſt Symptoms; but 
when through Age or Exceſs the Conſtitution is 
weakened, they have an Opportunity of multi- 


plying, and produce the Symptoms of a confirm- 


ed Pox; by which ſame Reaſon you may obſerve, 
that after an unhappy Adventure which appeared 
to be ſlight; and a palliative Treatment, one may 
be twenty or thirty Years free from Pocky Symp- 

toms, and get healthy Children, and at laſt the 
Pox may manifeſt itſelf with a whole Train of the 
ſaid Symptoms: For the few Worms which ſwim 
in the Blood, and which ſucceed each other as it 
were from Father to Son, come to the Teſticles 
only in imall Quantities, where they may be de- 


ſtroyed by the long and twiſted Labyrinths com- 


poſing the Teſticles, through which the Blood is 
forced to paſs in order to become Seed. The 
Caſe is different when the Worms have multiplied 
already, when they have forced the Diameters of 
the Canals, and ravage at once all the Parts of the 
Body; therefore it is eaſy to apprehend, that a 


certain ſmall number of Pocky Worms may either

The Cure by Injection is the ſafeſt and 
moſt effectual Method for curing a Gonorrhea in a 
ſhort time, and anſwers better than the other, (for 
you muſt know, that as the original Seat of a Go- 
norrhæa in Men is in the Urethra, where the Ve- 
nereal Worms are, or, according to the other 
Syſtem, a Corruption of natural Liquor or acid 
Matter is ſeparated from the Blood, the Sharpneſs 
of which ſtimulates the Glands in the Urethra, and

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but by deſtroying the Worms or the Corruption 
of this natural Liquor by Injection, or by help- 
ing it to run off by purging and diuretical Medi- 
cines, and finiſning the Cure by healing or aſtrin- 
gent Medicines. The firſt Method of deſtroying 
the Venereal Poiſon by Injection is certain, viſible, *

Pat. I beg to be excuſed, if I interrupt you: 
Do you think that ſtopping a Running by In- 
jection never does any Miſchief, and produces a 
Pox ? 

Phy. As a proper Injection may effectually and 
ſafely cure a Gozorrhea, ſo an improper one may 
do miſchief, and turn a Gonorrhæa into a Pox; for 
inſtead of deſtroying the Poiſon and its Acrimony 
or Worms, or the acid Matter, by a proper In- 
jection, on the contrary, by an improper aſtring- 
ing one, they may ſhut it up in the V yethra, and 
by that means puſh it into the Blood ; or by a too 
ſtrong one, may hurt the Urethra, with all its 
Glands and excretory Ducts; therefore, inſtead of 
curing the Diſorder, ſeveral new and worſe Diſeaſes 
will be produced : But if by means of a gentle 
and proper Injection, we may deſtroy the Sharp- 
nels of the Infection, the acid Matter, or the 
Worms that produce it, nor endeavour at a Stop- 
page any way but by ſubduing the Cauſe of it; in

Phy, Tho' I think this the beſt Method of curing 
a Gonorrh&a by only an Injection, which by Reaſon 
and Experience is proved ſo, nevertheleſs a well- 


reputed Phyſician for his own fake, as well as for 
the ſake of the Patient, ought never to venture to 


follow it. For his own ſake, becauſe that if by 
any Accident, or by the Irregularity of the Patient, 
or becauſe there is not an Infallibility in Phyſick, the 


Cure ſhould not be performed by this Method, 


then all the blame is on the Phyſician who made

Phy. The Scurvy in theſe Iſlands, where the 
Air is groſs and impregnated with the Saltneſs of 
the Sea, and eſpecially in the Northern Parts, is 


an endemick Diſtemper, as it is alſo in moſt Places 


open to the North, in marſhy wet Countries, and 

near the Sea. It is chiefly occaſioned by animal 

Food, Fiſh or Fleſh, which abound much _

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animal alkaline Salts, and by an in/uffcient Commi- 
nution of the ſaline Particles, when the Action of 
the Solids has not been ſufficiently ſtrong ; and by 


an inſufficient Excretion of them, when the Dit- 


charge by inſenſible Perſpiration, has not been ſo 
copious as it ought to have been, by reaſon of the 
Coldneſs or Moiſture of the Air. Hence it feems 
that the Seurvy 1s more frequent in the northern 
Climates and Iſlands which are cold and moiſt, 
than in the more ſouthern ones which are warm 
and dry. The unwholſome Fumes alſo of Houſes 


newly plaiſter*d contribute towards it: As alſo 


the Air, pent up innarrow Caves and Dens, where 


the Sun cannot enter. Thoſe People are the moſt 
ſubject to the Scurvy, who feed for a long time 


together on ſalt Fleſh Meat, which thereby be- 
comes hard and viſcid, and in a manner indige- 


ſtible, at leaſt cannot be brought to a proper de- 
gree of Fluidity. Next to theſe, are ſuch as drink 


great Quantity of ſtrong Wines, who are fond 
of ſpiritous Liquors and Drams, inaſmuch as the 
ſaline fulphurous Particles, abounding in theſe Li- 
quors, contaminate the nutritious Juices with per- 
nicious Rancidity. We may alſo add, thoſe who 
indulge themſelves in eating Pickles to an Ex- 
cels, and other high Sauces, with a great deal of 
Vinegar, inaſmuch as Acids of all Sorts very 
much contribute to the Production of the Hypo- 


chondriac Diſtemper, which is ſo near akin to 


the Scurvy, that it ſeems to differ from it, but in 


a very few Degrees. The Scurvy may likewiſe 
be cauſed by bad Drinks, ſuch as unwholſome 


Waters of various kinds, corrupted, ſtagnating. 


blackiſh, thick, heavy Malt Drink, and bad 


Wines. | 

Pat. Do you think, Doctor, that all ſorts of 
People are liable to the Scurvy ? 5

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Phy. Such as live in a nice and delicate Manner, 
and uſe no Exerciſe, are more ſubject to this Diſ- 
temper than laborious working People : Wo- 
men are more ſubject to it than Men; thoſe who 
live in Cities and great Towns, more than thoſe 


who live in the Country ; ſtudious and ſedentary 


People, more than the active and ſtirring. 
Pat. I believe this Diſorder came on by hard

The Venereal Diſeaſe is Hereditary or 
Adventitious ; Hereditary, when it is communi- 
cated by Generation, the Poiſon being tranſmitted 
by the Parents, whilſt the tender Body of the En- 
pryo is formed; Adventitious, when the Diſtemper 
is tranſmitted from the Perſon diſeaſed to one that 
is ſound: The firſt may be communicated to the 
Fetus by either of the Parents, Father or Mo- 
ther; by the Father, as the ſeminal Particles fal- 
ling from him, and fraught with the Venereal 
Venom, may infect the Embryo, which they in- 
cloſe with the like Diſorder; and from the Mo- 
ther as at the ſame time that ſhe ſupplies the Fætus 


with Nouriſhment, during her Pregnancy, ſhe 


mult convey into it the Seed of the Diſtemper 
ſhe labours under: The ſecond by Coition, either 
when a ſound Woman converſes with an infected 
Man, wha has Shankers in the Glands or a viru- 
Jent Gonorrhæa, or whole Seed is tainted with the 
Venereal Poiſon ; or when a ſound Man hes with 
an unclean Woman, whoſe private Parts are erod- 
ed with imall Ulcers, or contaminated with a Go- 
norrhæa; or where there is a Diſcharge of a ſemi- 
nal Humour abouncing with the Venereal Ve- 
nom. In the former Caſe, the purulent Matter, 
which flows from the ulcerated Glaus, or the cor- 
rupted Seed which is emitted in Copulation, will 
adhere to the Pudenda, the Vagina, and the 
Womb, and in a ſhort time bring on the ſeveral 
Symptoms of the Venereal Diſeaſe.

Pat. But, Doctor, what ſurpriſes me is, that 
tho? I doubt not but that I had this Diſorder before 

T was marry*d, and ſince communicated it to my 
Wife, it ſhould conceal itfelf ſo long without 
breaking out or ſhewing itſelf in any Shape, either 
on me or my Wife. " 

Phy. To underſtand this, firſt of all, you muſt 
know that the Chyle extracted from the Altment 
is converted into Blood by Fermentation; which 
from thence, by little Fermentation, is converted 
into ſecondary Humours. The Blood indeed, fo 
long as it is pure, by reaſon of a well-diſpoſed 
Chyle, generates pure Blood, and from pure Blood 
produces pure Humours, as in a ſecond State; but 
when the Blood 1s once contaminated with the Ve- 

nereal Poiſon, (if immediate Care is not taken to 
cleanſe it) it cannot but communicate the like In- 
fection, both to the Blood which is generated from 
the Chyle, and to all the Humours which are thence 
ariſen ; and thus the Poiſon, which at firſt was 

ſparingly thrown in, is renewed and perpetuated. 

Now the Infection which is communicated to the 

Blood by the Venereal Poiſon, may vary in a three- 
fold Degree and Intention, according to the diffe- 
rent Quantity of the Poiſon mixt with it, or re- 

maining in it, or the different Nature, Quality, 
and Diſpoſition of the Blood upon which it acts: 
It may daily increaſe and gradually gather Strength 
by the multiplication of the Venereal Poiſon. On

appear. Again, it may proceed in the middle way, 
and conſtantly retain the ſame State and Meaſure, 
by the rene wal indeed of the Venereal Poiſon, but 
without either Increaſe or Decreaſe. 

Pat, How comes it that this Diſorder by degrees 
increaſes and multiplies ? 

Phy, If the Diſeaſe prevails and gathers Strength, 

and 2 thence the Poiſon by a ſwift Progreſs is 
daily increas'd and multiply*d, the whole Maſs 
of Blood and Humours will in a ſhort time be cor- 
rupted, and a confirm'd Lues ſucceed ; which 
ariſes from a threefold Cauſe, if the Poiſon be large 
in Quantity, ſharp and very virulent ; if the Blood, 
on which the Poiſon acts, be by Nature or Acci- 
dent depraved, and in a bad State; and, which is 
worſt of all, if theſe ſhould all meet together.

If the Diſeaſe daily loſes ground and is 
diminiſhed, and by this means the Contagion is 
lefſen'd in Strength and decreaſed in Quantity, the 
Poiſon will, by a flow and ſure Progreſs, in time 
be quite diſpers'd ; as in thoſe who recover of Bu- 
Boes, Ulcers, and bad Gonorrhæas, without Remedies, 
or at leaſt with very flight ones, yet enjoy a good 
State of Health all their Lives # ns and in whom 
I make no Queſtion but the Venereal Poiſon has 
long lain in a ſmall Quantity, but has by degrees 
been conquered through the H appineſs of a good 
Conſtitution, if the Poiſon is little in Quantity and 
mild in its Nature, and the Blood be pure, well 
conſtituted, and perfectly elaborated. 

Pat. Your Deſcription is very ſatisfactory, and 
T1 beg now to know how the Diſorder may proceed 
in a middle way, and conſtantly retain the ſame 
State and Meaſure without Increaſe. Phy 
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Pty. If che Diſcaſe is in the middle State, and 
thus the Poiſon be continually renewed as it flies 


off, and always in the ſame Degree in which it was 


in the beginning, ſo as by theſe means to be in 
a Condition unable to produce any Effect, then 
indeed the Poiſon will continually be perpetuated, 
but under ſuch Reſtraints as not to ſhew itſelf; or 
which 1s the ſame thing, it will he lurking in the 
Blood, but in ſuch a manner as to do no Miſchief, 
as we obſerve in common Practice : But to this 
purpoſe it is requiſite the Poiſon which is admitted 
or left behind, ſhould be ſo proportionable in 
Quantity and Force, and that the Blood ſhould 
likewiſe keep ſuch a Temper in Quality, and the 
manner of its Generation, as to permit a Renewal 
of the Poiſon, but ſuch a Renewal as is conſtantly 


the ſame without Addition or Diminution ; for 


otherwiſe if the Blood be vitiated by a Fever or 
any adventitious Diſeaſe, if by Errors in Diet, im- 
moderate Watchfulneſs, Drunkenneſs, Sc. then as 
the Blood departs from its natural Diſpoſition the 
before latent Poiſon wilkpreſently gain Ground, both 
in Quantity and Strength, and be reſtored to its na- 
tural Fierceneſs, and like another Pandora's Box 
being once opened, will bring on a terrible Troop

Pat. By what you have ſaid now of the Cauſe 
of this Diſorder, in lurking ſome time in the Blood 
ſo long without doing any Miſchief, changing the 
Quality of the Blood, diminiſhing or increaſing by 
an Alteration in the Diet, or Temperance of the 
Patient; and on Intemperance, breaking out in 
grievous Symptoms, which I think is my Caſe; 
(for the laſt Appearance of my Diſorder, I believe,

as ſoon as upon a depraved State of the Blood it n

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Pat. I am very much ſatisfied with your Opi- 
nion on this Subject, but I have ſtill a remaining 
Curioſity to know whether a Man, infected with 
thoſe latent Seeds of the Diſtemper, can give the 
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Venereal Diſeaſe to a ſound Woman he may lie 1 
with; or whether on the other hand, a Woman ſo Wb 
infected can give it to the Man, for this is my _

Phy. Phyſicians are divided in their Sentiments 115 


on this Point, ſome have maintained what others 
have deny'd, but as the Opponents on either Side 
have been each of them ſometimes favoured by Ex- 
perience, tis natural to conclude that both Opinions 
are alike true, and therefore that the Man in whom 
the Poiſon lies concealed, may or may not communi- 
cate the Diſtemper according to the different Ha- 
bit of Body of the Woman he ſhall lie with; and 
ſo likewiſe in the ſame manner may the Woman 
give it to the Man. = 
Pat. I beg your Excuſe if I interrupt you with 
a Queſtion that juſt now occurs to me, and that 
is, whether a Venereal Diſorder can ariſe from a 
Commerce between two found Perſons ? A 
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Phy. Yes, the Venereal Diſeaſe may be cons 
tracted by a ſound Man lying with a found Wo- 
man, if ſhe has lately lain with an infected Man, 
and not waſhed the Parts ſince; for the Remains 


of the putrid Seed lately received, adhering to the 
Vagina or Womb, may in et the Clans of the 


Man next lying wich her, with a like Diſorder, as 


virulent Seed emitted by the Woman would do in 
caſe ſne was infected. 

Pat. I wiſh had known ſo much before, I DR 
have made a Friend of mine eaſy about an Affair 
of a like nature that happen'd to him: But Pray, 
Doctor, proceed on your Subject. 

Phy. As the Infection does not depend on one 
alone but on two, the Agent and Patient, for both 
together contribute to it, according to the Condi- 
tions of the infected or communicating Perſon, 


and of the ſound or recipient; it follows that it 


is not to be conſidered in one alone, but in both: 
The Man in whom the Venereal Poiſon lurks, 
may infect a ſound Woman, if by Nature or Dif- 
poſition, or manner of lurking, ſhe be of ſuch a 
Temper and Habit of Body, that the Force of it 
which may be inſufficient to * any Effect in 
the Blood of the infected Man, may yet be capa- 


ble of corrupting the Blood of the Woman, but 


cannot infect her if ſhe is of a robuſt and health- 
ful Conſtitution, and ſo able to eſcape the Force 


of the Venereal Poiſon received by Coition, which

Phy. Sir, If you defire my Advice on this Oc- 
caſion, I think, as the Diſorder is circumſtanced, 
the beſt Method for you both, 1s to go under a 
Courſe of Salivation, which is the moſt common 
Method of curing this Diſorder. 

Pat. Salivation? Doctor, neither I nor my 
Wife could go under a Courſe of Salivation, if 
it was to ſave our Lives. 

Phy. Why, *tis only a Confinement for five or 
fix Weeks. 

Pat. My Employment requires my Aua 
almoſt every Day, and I cannot abſent myſelf five 
or ſix Weeks on any Conſideration ; and as to my 
Wife, ſhe could not go under that tedious Cure, 
without letting the Servants and Family, and like- 
wiſe my Friends, know of the Matter ; and you 
know how ſcrupulous Women are of expoſing 
themſelves, and that modeſt Women would ra- 
ther ſuffer Death, than be the Subject of their 
cenſorious Acquaintance. 

Phy. I have the Honour of knowing ſome of 
your Affairs, ſo likewiſe imagine the Confinement 
will be inconvenient to you. | 

Pat. Doctor, If you know me I will not be 
known, and I come on purpoſe in the Evening, 
to avoid being taken notice of, and I hope you'l 
not know me but by the Name of Mr. —; 
but I thought you could have cured me without 
Salivation and Confinement, for if I cou'd be 
cured without, I would not make uſe of this 
dangerous as well as inconvenient Method for 
ſeveral Reaſons ; firſt, becauſe I can't be con- 
fined on any Conſideration; beſides, I don't think 
there can be ſo much Danger i in any other Me- 
thod as in Salivation, having lately ſeen 4

Deſaut, an ingenious Author, invented a Me- 
thod of curing this Diſtemper by Extin&ion or 
Mercurial Unction, which he purged off by -Phy- 
ſick. Dr. Robinſon recommended another Method 
of curing without Salvation. My particular way 
is by Quick -/ifver Pills, which by Experience 1 
have found to have the ſame effect as Salivation, 
and to anſwered the ſame purpoſe. The Prac- 
titioners who follow the Method of Salivation af- 
firm, that more people are cured by Salivation 
than by crude Mercury, or other Methods. But 
they don't conſider that it is not becauſe crude 
Mercury, rightly prepared, has not the ſame ef- 
fect with Salivation, nor becauſe the other Me- 
thods are improper, but becauſe a Man under the 
Courſe of Salvation is confined, and obliged to 
follow the Rules preſcribed him. In the other 
Caſe, a Patient under a Courſe of Pills, or the

Doctor, I am convinced that we muſt ex- 
pect Health from a ſuperior Power to any Phyſi- 
cians, and that Medicines are not always ſucceſsful, 
but Phyſicians muſt do what they can, and leave 
to Providence the reſt : Therefore 1 deſire of you 
what Aſſiſtance is in your power; and as your 


Method has cured fo many people, I hope this 


will have the ſame effect on me; and I am encou- 
raged to hope this from the Succeſs of the well- 
known public Experiment you made of your Me- 
thod in Dublin, in the moſt fair and open man- 
ner, by inviting the Phyſicians and Surgeans in the

The lymphatic, pituitary Humour that is 
l expreſſed from the whole external Face of the 
Cornea and Conjunctiva in exceeding fine Drops 
| to lubricate the Bulb of the Eye; the lacrymal

but ſometimes. pretty largely from the Lacrymal 


Gland ſituated in the upper Part of the Orbit; 
thoſe lymphatic Humours that are by Nature 
nearly related, conſtitute the Vitreous, Cryſtalline, 


and Aqueous Humours of the Eye. If any of 


which Humours is inſpiſſated by the Acidity of

In the ſame manner, if the ſebaceous Humour 
of the Gland, that appears in the greater Canthus 
of the Eye, ſhall be affeted with the Venereal 
Poiſon from its Thickneſs, it will ſtagnate and di- 
late its Receptacles, from whence will proceed a 
Diſtenſion and Inflammation of the Gland From 
whoſe Acrimony it will become corroſive, and 
corrode the containing Parts, and from hence will 
proceed an Exulceration of the Gland; both theſe 
Cauſes meeting in this Gland, if the Diſorder 1s 
protracted, the nutritious Tymph being inſpiſſated 
produces an Excreſcence, which by degrees ex- 
tends itſelf to the Pupil; which, beſide occaſion- 
ing a Deformity, very much affects the Sight; 
and from hence often ariſes an Encanthis Unguis, 
or Plerygium. 8 

So (as in your Caſe) if the ſubviſcid and pitui- 


tary Humour that is ſqueezed out from the Va 


cula lacunæ of the Tunica conjunctiva, ſhall be 
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tainted with the Poiſon by growing ACN will 
dilate its Ducts into milliary hard Tubercles; which 
ſtraitening the Paſſages of the Blood will bring 
on an Inflammation, which will produce an Epi- 
phora and an Ophthalmia; by its Sharpnefs it wil, 
corrode the Tops of the Tubercles into exceeding 
ſmall Phagedznic Ulcers ; from whence will pro- 
ceed an ulcerous Ophthalmia, wnich is the moſt

Thus if the viſcid Humour of the ſame kind 


that iſſues out from the Lacunæ of the Cornea 


being infected with the ſame Poiſon, ſhall become 
thick, and ſtagnate, it will ſo fill out its Ducts, 


that the whole Cornea, or ſeveral points of the 
Cornea, will become opake - hence proceed Let- 


comata, Albugines, or Nubecalæ; but if it ſhall 
ftagnate on a ſudden and in great Plenty, it will 


ſo inflate its Ducts, that they will all riſe up into

Laſtly, if 
theſe Papulæ ſhall be by degrees corroded by the 
Acrimony of the Humour, there will be ſo many 
circular, hollow, Phagedænic Ulcers formed, whic 
will end in ſtubborn Ulcers, if they are not quickly 
remedy'd. ᷑ V 
It muſt be acknowledged, that the Lacrymal 
Humour alſo, when it is infected, gives no ſmall 
Addition to the Diſorders of the Eye-lids, Aanata, 
and Cornea, which J have juſt deſcribed, fince it 


is continually moiſtening thoſe Parts, and there- 


fore has the greater Power of doing them an In- 
jury. But it appears by Experience, that the La- 
crymal Humour is the laſt of all theſe Humours, 
and the leaſt infected by the Venereal Poiſon ; for 


fince it is thinner and more ſerous, it the more 
obſtinately refuſes to join and mix with a viſcid

infection. If any Particles of the acrimonious 
Matter ſhall be Hcked up by the lacrymal Fluid 
from the corroded, ſuppurated, ulcerated Eye- 
lids, Adnata, or Cornea, and be carried down with 
it into the Saccus Naſalis, they will quickly cor- 
rode the internal Face of the Saccus Naſalis, which 
will produce a Fiſtula Lachrymalis or an Ægilops.

Phy. I would not be underſtood, as if the Dif. 
orders of the Eyes in all Perſons were owing to a 
Venereal Cauſe; but as the Eyes are compoſed 
of ſo many Veſſels of ſuch a tender and delicate 
Nature, they are ſubject to a great many Diſeaſes 
from different Cauſes, ſome of which are Vene- 
real; which when we perceive, we are obliged to 
treat them in a manner applicable to their Nature. 
Now in your Caſe, where the Diſorder of the 


Eyes is joined with other Symptoms that proceed 


from a Venereal Infection, it leaves us no room to 
doubt what it is. And as the Gonorr ha, that 

ou had eight Vears ago, was improperly cured, 
and the Diſeaſe broke out again without any new 
Cauſe, and you complain of Pains in your Bones 
and Head; as likewiſe your Wife has had fre- 
quent Abortions with the H/hites ; theſe are all de- 
monſtrative Signs by which we may pronounce your 
Diſorder to be Venereal.

Night- time, eſpecially in Bed, when the Body 
grows hot by being cover'd, and when the mul- 
cular and membranous Parts are affected with a 
kind of Rheumatick Pain; for the three Hu- 


mours which are prepared by Nature to facilitate 
the Motion of the Joints, give cafy Admittance

From the Synouia, or Mucilage of the Joints

Perioſteum with which the external Face of the 
Perioſteum is ſmeared, to the end that the Muſcles 
which lie upon it may enjoy the freer Motion) 
from the Synovia, I ſay, all Venereal Pains may

Diſeaſe from ſeveral Cauſes; from præternatural 


Tumours by the Exotsfis or Caries of either of 
the Tables of the Skull, which compole the upper 


or lower Part of the Cranium, from Nodes or 


Ganglia of the Pericranium, or Meninges, from 


Hydatiſds or Tubercles of the Plexus Choroides 
from a Schirrhus of the pituitary Gland, which is 
ſituated in the Sella Equina; from an Impoſtuma- 
tion or gummy Tumour of the Brain, Sc. from a 
Stagnation of the Blood, whether it proceeds from 
the Thickneſs of the Blood alone, or from any of 


the Cauſes I have enumerated above, which may 


retard its Motion; from the vitiated Thickneſs of 


the animal Spirits, whereby they are ſecreted in 


ſmaller Quantities, and are ſlower in their Progreſs 


to the different Parts of the Body to which they 
are aſſigned, and hence, as in your Caſe a Cepbalea 


or Head-ach, attended with a great Weight or 


Pulſation, if the Arteries of the Meninges, being 


turgid with viſcid Blood, ſhall preſs upon the ſub- 
jacent Brain, or ſhake its Membranes by their vio- 


lent Pulſation, attended allo with great Pungency 


or Vellication, or if the Meninges are ſtimulated 
by an Effuſion of an acrimonious Serum. 
Pat. J am ſatisfied, by your Reaſons, that the 


Pains and Head-ach T am afflicted. with are Occa- 
frwned by the Venereal Diſorder. Now I want to 


Know, with reſpect to my Wite, how the frequent 
Miſcarriages 
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Phy. Sometimes it happens, but not always, 

that the Mhites and frequent Abortions are Symp- 

toms of it; for there are two Humours which with 


dae Venereal Diſeaſs, 
Miſcarriages and the M hites can be 


2 perpetual and yg mon Flux and Reflux circu- 
late through all Parts of the Body, viz. Blood, 
and Lymph; the Venereal Infection is mixed with 
either of theſe, or rather with both; for tho' both, 


in the capillary Extremities of the Arteries, are 


driven into Veſſels peculiar to themſelves, to be 
returned to the Heart, the Blood into the Veins, 


the Lymph into the Lymphatic Veſſels, yet they 


are both mixed in the larger Trunks of the Veins, 


eſpecially in the Subclavian of the left Side, and 
thence beat well together, and, thoroughly mixed 


by the Sy/ole of the Heart and Arteries, if they 
have any Difeaſe they communicate them to each 


other, The Venereal Infection is carried into the 


Blood two ways ; either by the Circulation of the 
Blood, which licking up ſome Particles of the vi- 
rulent Matter carries it with it; or by the Circula- 
tion of the Lymph, which returning from the in- 
fected Part into the Blood, with which it mixes, 


carries alſo with it ſome of the Infection. The 
admitted Infection is ſooner or later multiplied in 
the Blood from the depraved Oeconomy of the 


Sanguific Organs, whence the natural State of the 
Blood is perverted. So in the ſame manner other 


Infections, as the Hydrophobia, Scuruy, Leproſy, 


are multiply'd in the Blood; as all Ferments, like 


thoſe of Bread, Ale, Sc. increaſe in the working. 


The Venereal Infection is of an acid, ſalt, corro- 
ive, fixed Nature, and very apt to thicken and 
coagulate the ſulphureous Fluids with which it is 
mixed, to eat away and ulcerate the Solids into 
which it is inſtilled, and to bring on that Multi- 


thereby oc- 
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tude of Symptoms peculiar to itſelf; and tho' it is 
manifeſt by Experience that all the Hume; in- 
aſmuch as communicated with the infected Blood, 
may receive the Infection, nor is there one that 
can intirely preſerve its Purity; yet it muſt be 
confeſſed, that the Venereal Poiſon ſooner affects 
ſome Humours than others; therefore the parti- 
cular Parts to which thoſe Humours are deter- 


mined, and the Offices which they are deſtined to 


perform will be more frequently defective: Whence 
it follows, that tho* there is no morboſe Symptom 
but ſuch as may ariſe from the Venereal Diſeaſe, 
or be joined with it, yet there are ſome Symp- 
toms that ſeem eſſentially to belong to that Diſ- 
eaſe. I muſt now inform you, that each Func- 
tion may be injured from the Venereal Diſeaſe, 
and the Diſorders of the Functions proper to 


Women may ariſe from many Cauſes ; from the 


Fault of the Lackeal Lymph or Milk of the Uterus, 
to which the periodical Flux of the Catamina is 
owing; and from the Fault of the Lymph with 
which the oviform Veſſels or Ovula are turgid, 
which are contained in the Female Teſticles or 
Ovaria, and are the firſt Receptacles of the Em- 
bryo upon its Conception : Hence the Fluor Albus 
becomes acrimonious, is ſecreted in larger Quan- 
tities than ordinary, and flows from its Receptacles 
with a conſtant and plentiful Diſcharge ; or from 
the too great and conſtant Preſſure which the 
Blood-Veſſels receive from the neighbouring Tu- 
mour of the Uterus, the thin Serum of the Blood 
is plentifully dropped into the Cavity of the Ute- 
7115, and produces frequent Abortion of the con- 
ccived Embryo waſted by the violent Acrimony of 
the Uterine Milk with which it is nouriſhed, 

Pat. Now I perceive I not only have the Vene- 


rcal Diſeaſe, but that 1 have allo given it to my 
Wite, 


the Venereal Diſeaſe. 


Wife, ſince you are of opinion, that her frequent 


Miſcarriages, and the J/hites ſhe has at preſent, 


are Symptoms of it. 

_ . Phy. Many of the Symptoms E the Venereal 
Diſeaſe are ſo common to other Diſeaſes, that they 
ſeem to have no better right to belong to one 
than the other; neither are they any more Indica- 
tions of the one than the other, which makes it ſo 
difficult and uncertain to determine the State of 
the Venereal Diſeaſe: Beſides, the Nature of it is 
ſuch, that when it is once contracted, it accommo- 
dates itſelf in ſuch a manner to the ah Habit 
of the Patient, that it imitates the Diſeaſes with 
which he has been before afflicted. If any one, 
for Inſtance, has had a Diſorder in his Lungs, 


Head, Eyes, Liver, Sc. upon the Reception of _ 


the Venereal Infection, he will be again diſordered 
in wang ſame Places, but in a more violent man- 

Hence it is that there is not the leaſt Suſpi- 
cion 30 a new Diſeaſe, and the Patient is thought 
to languiſh under his former Diſtemper, which 


weakens him by its Increaſe. But with reſpect to 
your Wife, ſhe having frequent Miſcarriages, 


without any manifeſt Cauſe to diſturb the Feztus 
before its time, I take this to be a true and un- 
doubted Token of the Venereal Diſeaſe ; for 
when it happens that there are many unhappy 
Births in Succeſſion, it is probable from thence 
that the Parents are infected, and it is ſtrongly to 
be preſumed that this is the Cauſe of your Wife's 
frequent Miſcarriage. 


Pat. I don't doubt but it 18 ſo; and to- 


morrow, when I have the Pleaſure of ſeeing you 
again, we will conſult the l means by which 1 
may be cured. 
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Pat. A TER you have ſo clearly explained to 
me the Nature and Cauſe of my Diſ- 


temper, and alſo of my Wife's, I expect you'll 


now give me your Directions and — for the 
Cure of both. 

Phy. There are but two ways to cure the Vene- 
real Diſeaſe ; the one by Salivation, the other by 


Crude Mercury made up in Pills, 


Pat. Which Method do you think beſt for us? 

Phy. I think the beſt way would be for you 
both to go under a Courſe of Salivation. 

Pat. I am ſurprized you ſhould prefer Saliva- 
tion to the other Method; I have heard you com- 


mend Mercurial Pills for this purpoſe. 


Phy. Crude Mercury, rightly prepared in Pills, 
will certainly cure it as well as Salivation, and in a 
more eaſy and ſure manner; for as Salivation con- 
fines a Patient, and obliges him to obſerve a pro- 
per Regimen (without which no Cure can be per- 


formed) Succeſs is more likely to attend Salivation 


than the other Method, which is my Reaſon for 
commending Salvation | in your Caſe, rather than 
the Pills. 

Pat. My neceſſary e on my Affairs 
will not permit me to be confined 3 or four 
Weeks; and as to my Wife, I am ſure ſhe would 
be better pleaſed if ſhe could be cured by the 


Pills, rather than to expoſe herſelf by going under 


a Courſe of Salivation; and beſides this, 1 believe 
Salivation 1s a very dangerous Operation; for | 
know ſeveral People who have ſuffered very much 


by it; nay, ſome haye loſt their Lives by Sali- 
vation.

Phy. To perform a Cure of Mercurial Un&ion, 
as it ſhould be done, requires great Skill; for 
ſometimes Accidents happen, and he muſt be a 
good Phyſician to know how to treat them, eſpe- 


cally ſince ſo many Inconveniencies ariſe from the 


Attempts of Quacks and ignorant Pretenders to 
Phyſick, whereby many Patients are diſappointed 
of their Cure, after undergoing a painful Confine- 
ment, and a tedious ill- conducted Courſe. 

Pat. But, Doctor, if you'll reduce to Writing 
a proper Direction how to take the Pills, and any 
thing elſe you think neceſſary for us to be done, 
to reap the Benefit of your Method and Medi- 


cines, you may believe our own Safety will prompt 


us to an exact Conformity to them *. 4 

Phy. If you are determined to obſerve the Rules 
neceſſary in this Method, with reſpect to the way 
of Living, the Manner and Quantity of Mercury 
to be taken, and the proper Intervals, until the 
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Diſorder is quite eradicated from the Blood (which 


muſt be intirely cleanſed) in that Suppoſition you 
may expect to be cured by this Method: But if 
you ſhould neglect the Performance of theſe Rules, 
tho* the Mercurial Pills will indeed not hurt you, 
they will no ways complete your Cure; or if they 
operate at all, it will be only a palliated Cure; for 


ik the Seeds of the Venereal Diſorder are not quite 


deſtroy*d, it will make its Appearance again. I 
ſhall, as you deſire, give you proper Directions in 
Writing, and leave it to your own Diſcretion to 
obſerve them. 


Pat. Sir, this is very candid ; and if we don't 


ſucceed, by deviating in any ſort from your Direc- 
tions, we muſt needs blame our own Indiſcretion, 
and not you or your Method, for you have 


clearly apprized us of the Conſequences of our 


Neglect. | . 1 
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Pat. 8 IR, I come to inform you that, according 

to your Directions, we have performed 
every thing you ordered in the Rules you gave me 
in Writing. As to my Wife, ſhe finds herſelf 
in very good Health, but the Hhites continue ſtill 
in leſs Quantity. For my part, T am a great deal 
better than I was before, but not quite well yet; 
for I have ſtill a little Rheumatic Pain in my Arm, 
and my Eyes, as you ſee, are ſomewhat ſore ftill, 
which ſurpriſes me much, for I thought by this 
time all theſe Symptoms would have diſappeared. 

Phy. Did you expect more Succeſs from this Me- 
thod A from Salivation ? 

Pat. No; but I believe Salivation would have 
quite eradicated the Diſor der, and conſequently re- 
moved all thoſe Symptoms. 

Phy. You miſtake very much in this; for after 
the Venereal Diſeaſe is cured by Salivation, very

_ Caries of the Bones, Scurvy, Scrophulous Diſor- 
ders, Sc. will remain; and tho* Mercury is a 
very uſeful Remedy, it does not follow that all 
the Symptoms brought on by the Venereal Diſ- 
eaſe are always cured by it : For there are three 
Species of this Diſorder; the firſt, in which a 
ſmall Quantity of the Poiſon, of a leſs malignant 
nature, was juſt admitted, and has infected the 
Humours alone, leaving the ſolid Parts of the 
Body unhurt; the ſecond and third, in which the 
Poiſon was received in great plenty, becomes acri- 


monious, and being in time increaſed, had _ 
. „ 


the V RENT D Diſeaſe. 


trated into the different Organs of the Body, and 
affected many of the ſolid Parts with various Diſ- 
orders, Heat, Inflammation, Obſtructions, Tumours, 
Cums, Schirrhi, Eraſi on, Ulcers, Caries, &c. The 
firſt Species of the Pox is perfectly cured by Sali- 
vation, or Mercurial Pills; in which Caſe the Ve- 
nereal Poiſon, which is concealed in the Humours, 
has not yet touched the ſolid Parts of the Body, 
and conſequently when it is once rooted from the 


| Blood and Humours, no Traces of the Diſeaſe 


will remain. It is always found that the Pox is 
attended with Succeſs in its Cure when it is only 


in the Humours. Indeed the Blood and other 


Humours, whilſt they ſuffer Attrition from the 
Mercury, ſometimes contract an Acrimony, but it 
is generally of a very ſlight nature, and eaſily 
cured by a moiſt cooling Diet, and the uſe of 
Milk: But it very rarely if ever happens, that the 
other two Species of the Pox meet with this Suc- 
ceſs ; for altho? all the Poiſen that is in the Hu- 
mours, and infects them, may be deſtroy'd by the 
Mercury, nevertheleſs the Diforders that attack 
the ſolid Parts for the moſt part remain, and ſo 
long as they remain, they neceſſarily maintain ſe- 
veral Diſorders of the former kind ; whence it of- 


ten happens, that thoſe People are fruſtrated of 


their Hopes, who, from their Ignorance in things 
of this nature, expect a perfect and complete Cure 


of an inveterate Pox that has been long ſeated in 


the ſolid. Parts. 

Pat. All this ſeems very 8 and I am 
almoſt convinced of it ; but I ſhould be glad to 
know why the Rheumatic Pains continue after the 
Pox is cured. 

Phy. The Rheumatic Pains produced by the 
Venereal Poiſon very often remain after the Infec- 
tion is remoyed, and are cauſed by the Acrimony 


Which 
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which the Blood has contracted from its Mixture 
with the Venereal Poiſon; whence the Zymph that 
is diſtributed to the tendinous and fibrous Parts of 
the Body becomes more ſalt and acrimonious, or 
by the too great Viſcidity of the Zymph, which 
circulates flower through the ſmall Veſſels, and is 
more apt to form other Obſtructions; or by the 
Relaxation and Weakneſs that is brought upon the 
fibrous, ligamentary, tendinous, and muſcular Parts, 
and by the frequent Shocks they have received, 
by which means they yield the eaſter to an intire 
Stagnation of the ſalt and acrimonious Lymph : In 
order, therefore, to remove thoſe Pains, and the

4; Phy. If you drink the Mineral Waters, they 
N Fax will be of great Service in your Ophthalmia ; but, 
fi beſides taking them, you may ger yourſelf bled 
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often, whith will abate the Inflammation and re- 

ſtrain the Fluxion; then take a White of an Egg,

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Phy. Your drinking and irregular way of living 
have diſappointed the Effects the Pills would have 


| had if you had lived more temperate ; and . with- 


out great Temperance, and an exact Confor- 
mity to the Rules preſcrib'd you, you could not 
have expected a Cure from any Medicine in the 
World; and the Pills would have anſwer'd the. 


ſelf- ſame end as Salvation; for both Cures are 


performed by Mercury: And as in Salivation an 
exact Diet and Regularity of living is neceſſary, 
the fame mult be hkewiſe obſerv'd in the Courſe 
of the Pills; though this latter Medicine is more 
gentle, more ſafe, and leſs troubleſome to the Pa- 
tient than Salivation, But beſides your Irregula- 
ry, L have remark'd two things in the Account 
you have given me of your Method of taking the 
Pills, which prevents my being ſurpriſed that you 
are not perfectly cured, and that in a ſhort time it 


| broke out again, Firſt, the Quantity you took of 


the Pills was too ſmall for a Dole for you; then 
the Intervals between the taking them were too 
long; and laſtly, you have not taken enough of 
them to expect the proper Effect. You are not the 
only Perſon, who by a negligent manner of taking 
thoſe Pills, has not found a ſalutary Effect from 
'em; I will therefore ſhew you why my Method 
has ſometimes been ineffectual, and how you may 
avoid this Inconvenience for the future, if you are 
minded to try my Method again. My manner of 
curing the Venereal Diſorder by Quick-ſilver Pills 
without Salivation has been allow'd by every one 
who has experienced and been acquainted with the 
Nature of Salivation, to be gentler, ſafer, and eaſier 
in its Operations than Salivation; but to ſay that 
n all Events it is ſo, without aſſigning ſome reaſon, 
too abſolute and begging the Queſtion : It will 


therefore be neceſſary to mention my Reaſons for 
: 8 this 
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this Aſſertion. It is allowed on all hands that every 
Effect ariſes from ſome Cauſe which requires an in- 
tervening Space of time to render it of force: But 
of many common Inſtances I may mention this ag 
obvious; Wax becomes fluid by Application of a 
certain Degree of Heat in a certain Space of Time; 
Water likewiſe is frozen by a certain Degree of 
Cold in a certain Space of Time, whilſt no Art or 
Labour can ever liquify Wax or freeze Water, 
unleſs the ſeveral Cauſes by which thofe ſeveral 


Effects are produced are firſt apply*d : For the ſame 


reaſon, before the Venereal Infection can be de- 


ſtroy'd it is requiſite firſt that the Mercurial Pills 


ſhould have a certain determined Force and Ener- 
gy, with which they may act upon the Poiſon. 
Secondly, that a certain and determinate Space of 
Time be allow'd in which a due Quantity of Mer- 
cury may act upon the Poiſon ; if either is wanting 

our Labour is in vain; nor is it ever to be ex- 
pected that the Venereal Poiſon will be rooted out 
by a Cauſe that is too weak to have the deſired 
Effect. Now ſince Mercury is of an homoge- 
neous Nature, and is compoſed of ſimilar and ſim- 

le Particles which can ſuffer no Alteration in the 
Blood from whence it can loſe its Power; it is cer- 
tain that the Degree of Force required in the Mer- 
cary muſt be proportionate to the Quantity of the 
Mercury taken in the Pills: It is therefore neceſſary 
in order to root cut the Diſeaſe, firſt that a certain 
determinate Quantity of Mercury ſhou'd be con- 
vey'd into the Blood of the infected Perſon, by 
which we may judge of the Force it ought to 
have; ſecondly, when it is convey'd into the Blood 
it ſhould be retained a due time to produce the 
deſired Effects: Therefore two Rules are to be 


conſtantly obſerved in the taking of theſe Mercurial 
Pills if you expect Succeſs from them: Firſt, that

the Venereal Diſeaſe. 
a ſufficient Quantity of the Mercurial Pills is requi- 
ſite to be taken in each Doſe which may act upon 
the Blood, and with a Force that is neceſſary 
to produce the defired Effect: Secondly, that the 
Quantity of Mercury which is admitted into the 
Blood may continue to act with an equal Force, 
and may keep up the Alteration which it has oc- 
caſioned for a ſufficient length of time, till it has 
ſearch'd the whole Maſs of Blood, every Veſſel 
and the inmoſt Receſſes of the Body, that there 
may be no Part left inacceſſible where any Part of 
the Infection may lie concealed, and produce a Re- 
lapſe of the Diſeaſe. You have neglected the for- 
mer Rule by taking too ſmall a Quantity of the 
Pills, for three Pills are not ſufficient for a Doſe for 
you; and you have taken them at two great a 
diſtance of time, by which there is not a ſufficient 
Quantity of Mercury convey'd into the Blood to 
produce the propos'd Effect; and you have neg- 
lected the latter by leaving off too ſoon the uſe of 
the Pills, whereby it happens that the Alteration 
which is produced in the Blood by the Mercury is 
not kept up for a ſufficient length of time to root 
out the Diſtemper. In this gentler Method of curing; 
the Venereal Diſeaſe by Mercurial Pills, it is com- 
mon to treſpaſs on both Rules; hence it happens 
that this Method often fails of Succeſs in ſuch as 
do not perform the Directions given 'em; for the 
Violence of the Symptoms being in part mitigated, 
the Symptoms themſelves vaniſh, and the Patient 
fancying every thing has ſucceeded to his Wiſh, 
leaves off too ſoon taking the Pills, and ſo neglects 
the Completion of his Cure. 1 
Pat. But, Doctor, as to the firſt Rule: If four 
Boxes of Pills were taken, perhaps five at a time 
every ſecond Day, that is to ſay in Thirty-two 
Days, will not that Quantity be ſufficient to root

out and cure the Diſorder according to your com- 
mon Method ? and if the ſame Quantity was taken 

in a Doſe every four Days, three each time, I ſhould 
think for the ſame reaſon, that would eradicate the 
Diſeaſe with equal Eaſe and as effectually; then 
as to your ſecond Rule, as the Blood paſſes through 
the whole Body - ſeveral times in the ſpace of an 
Hour, the Mercurial Particles therefore may be 
quickly diftributed through the Blood, and paſs 
through all the Veſſels of the Body ſeveral times in 
an Hour, and act ſufficiently upon the morbific 
Cauſe where it ſhall lie concealed; and conſe- 
quently may root out the Diſeaſe in much leſs time 
than you have mentioned. 5 
Phy. Sir, you miſtake both of your Argu- 
ments: As to to the firſt, I don't allow that four 
Boxes of Pills are always ſufficient to perform a 
Cure, nor are four Boxes always neceſſary in this 
Method ; for in this Method of curing a Pox we 
are not confined, as 1n Salivation, to ſuch a Quan- 
tity of Mercury; J have had Patients who have 
taken nine or ten Boxes of Pills which amount to 
near fifteen Ounces, and this is the great Advan- 
tage in this Method, that we are able to throw in 
as much Mercury as we pleaſe, till a total Deſtruc- 
tion and Evacuation of the Venereal Poiſon is pro- 
duced, ſo the Queſtion 1s begg'd in both Places; 
your Concluſion therefore muſt be deny d. But 
although I ſhould grant it, your Argument will 
not hold good, for there is a material Difference 
between the Caſes that are ſtated; Firſt in the 
different Quantity: Secondly in the unequal In- 
tervals of time before every two Doſes : Thirdly, 
in the different Stay the Mercury makes in the 
Blood. Firſt, in the different Quantity of Mer- 
cury; for the greater the Quantity of Pills you 
take at a time the more Mercury is convey'd _ 
= the 
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the Blood, and by taking five Pills perhaps a 
Scruple more of Mercury is convey*d into the Blood 


than by taking three Pills, which latter Number 


may not convey above half that Quantity on ac- 


count of the want of a ſufficient purgative Force : 


It is plain that the Force which the Mercury may 
exerciſe in the firſt Caſe bears the ſame Proportion 
that Five does to Two. Secondly, in the ine- 


which is a ſmall Interval not exceeding Forty- 
cight Hours, the Quantity of Mercury thereby con- 


vey'd to the Blood will be the greater: For you 


muſt conſider that tho* the Mercury is mixt with 


a purgative Medicine in Pills, which is fo contriv'd 


as to inſinuate itſelf into the Blood, it is not all 
carry*d off with the purgative Ingredients, but the 
greater Part of it is mixt with the Blood, where it 
remains till it has perform'd its Courſe. On the 
other hand in the latter Cafe, if the Pills are taken 


only on every fourth Day, or at longer Intervals, 


the Mercury will have time to diſappear between 
each Doſe, and conſequently the Quantity remain- 
ing in the Blood from all the Doſes, will be fo 
much the leſs. Thirdly, in the different Stay the 
Mercury makes in the Blood; for in the former 
Caſe the Quantity of Mercury taken in Thirty-two 
Days is intimately mixed with the whole Maſs of 
Blood, acts with its whole Force upon the Blood, 
and deſtroys the Poiſon : On the contrary in the 
latter Caſe, the ſame Quantity of Mercury that by 
the firſt Regimen is taken in Thirty-two Days, 
cannot in the latter be collected together till near 
three Months; and therefore cannot poſſibly exer-

broke down by a Cannon- ball, would equally be de- 


ſtroyed by Bullets of a ſmaller ſize, whoſe whole 
collected Weight ſhall be equal to the Weight of 
the Cannon-ball, and which are ſhot forth with the 
ſame Force, but ſucceſſively one after the other. 
Pat. Well, with reſpect to your firſt Poſition I 
am ſufficiently convinced by your Reaſons; but 
pray proceed to your Poſition that the Mercury 


ſhou'd remain in the Blood a certain time when con- 


vey*d thither, to produce the deſign'd Effect. 
Phy. As to the ſecond, I allow that the Blood 
is carried through the Body ſeveral times in the 
ſpace of an Hour, but this is only true when I 
ſpeak of the large Veſſels; for I deny that its Courſe 
is equally ſwift in its progreſſive Motion through 
the ſmall Veſſels, and ſo often repeated through 
them. The Mercury admitted into the Blood is 
very readily diſtributed through the larger Veſſels, 
but it does not follow that it is diſtributed with like 
Velocity through the moſt intricate. Ducts of the 
Glands and Viſcera, where the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe 
chiefly lies: But ſuppoſing that the Mercury is diſ- 
tributed through the ſmalleſt of theſe Veſſels with 
wonderful Swittneſs, ſhall we from thence conclude 
that it will have the wiſh*d-for Effect in an Inſtant? 
By no means; for before the Venereal Infection can 
be cured, every ſmall Drop of Blood muſt be ſe- 
parated and rar ify'd from the Venereal Poiſon; all 


the inmoſt Rcceſſcs ot the . Glands, and 
| | Medulia 
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Mfellulla of the Bones, muſt be ſearched; all the 
Obſtructions muſt ſuffer a certain Diſſipation, for 
the Performance of which a due time is required, 


and generally longer than is imagined; therefore 


there muſt be certain Bounds and Rules obſerved 
in this Method, and in taking theſe Mercurial 
Pills, as well with reſpect to the Quantity, and 
the proper Manner of taking them, as with re- 
ſpect to the Length of Time neceſſary to continue 
taking em; and if thoſe Rules are obſerved, 
they will certainly perfect the Cure in a much 


ſhorter ſpace of Time, and with little Trouble 


to the Patient. But if theſe neceſſary Rules ſhould 
be quite neglected, though the Mercurial Pills 


will give no Diſturbance, nor produce any bad 


Conſequences, yet they will not work a Cure; or 
if they ſhould, it will be a very imperfect one; 
and therefore I muſt conclude, that if you have 

not ſucceeded in the Cure, the Misfortune appa- 
rently aroſe from the ill Uſe of the Medicines 


and an improper Management, rather than from 


the Remedy itſelf: For ſeveral Medicines in the 
Hands of an ignorant Man are Poiſon, whilſt in 
the Hands of the skilful and experienced Practi- 
tioner they muſt be allowed moſt excellent and 
uſeful in their Effects; e. g. Opium, Hellebore, 
Mercurius, and many others, are in ſome Senſe al- 
lowed to be poiſonous; pernicious even when given 
in no great Quantities, as well to the fluid as to the 
ſolid Parts of an human Body; and given in 
greater Quantities, very often fatal: And unleſs 
ſome of the moſt dangerous of them were duly 
prepared for uſe by an experienced Artiſt, and ad- 
miniſtred in proper Doſes by a skilful Phyſician, 
the Materia Medica would be very deficient, 
and we ſhould be at a loſs to remedy two Parts 
perhaps in -three as well of chronical as of acute

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Pat. By what you have ſaid, I am ſatisfied I 
could not have expected a Cure from the negli- | 
gent manner I conducted myſelf in, contrary to

Phy. There are many ways of raiſing a Saliva- 
tion or Spitting-courſe. It may be done by inter- 
nal Remedies, by giving the Patient half a Scruple 
or fifteen Grains of Calomel, with a little Conſerve 
of Roſes, m the Morning, and the like Doſe at 
Night, and in four or five Days the Patient begins 
to have ſore Chops, and to ſpit ; and if the Flux 
is inconſiderable as to its Quantity, in a few days 
after we give him again one Scruple of Calomel 
at Night, and we repeat it for two or three Nights, 
and in all about half an Ounce, till the Spitting 
goes forward of itſelf, which may happen in about 
twenty-one Days; which Method is performed 
without any Preparation.

Pat. By this accurate Deſcription you have given 
me of the internal and outward Parts of the Ear, 
I cannot but contemplate the admirable Wiſdom 
and Providence in the Formation of the human 
Body; and as your anatomical Delineation of the 
Parts has paved me the way to underſtand the Diſ- 
order of the Ears, now I ſhould be very glad to 
know how the Venereal Diſeaſe comes to produce 
a Noiſe in the Ears and Deafneſs 

_ Phy. The Wax that is ſecreted in the Alvea- 
rium, or the Meatus Auditorius of the Ears, is the 
only Humour that is proper to them; and being 
ſulphureous and as viſcid as Honey, (on which Ac- 
count it ſeems nearly related to the Venereal Poi- 
ſon) it is ſeldomer affected than any other Fluid of 
the Body, becauſe it blunts the Venereal Acid by 
its innate Bitterneſs : But ſometimes it partakes of 
the Infection, and hence ariſes the firft Claſs of 
Venereal Diſeaſes that attack the Ears: Beſides the 
bony Cavity of the internal Ear and the various 
ſmall Bones that are concealed therein, are affected 
by the Pox with Exoftoſes, Hyperoſtoſes, and Caries, 
as well as the other Bones of the Body; nay more 
frequently, at leaſt if the Fauces of the Ton/ils are 
affected with Ulcers; becauſe part of the Air in 
the Act of Breathing being carried through the 
Euſtachian Tubes or Aguæductus into the Cavities of 
the Tympanum, conveys with it great Numbers of 
virulent Miaſiata, which it licks up in paſſing 
through the ulcerated Places, and hence ariſes a 
ſecond Claſs of Diſeaſes that belong to the Ears. 
Therefore firſt the Wax of the Ears upon receiving 
the Infection growing thicker than uſual, will ſtag- 
nate in the ſecreting Lacunæ in ſo great a Quantity 
that its Receptacles being dilated, and the neigh- 
bouring Veins of Conſequence compreſſed, Heat, 
Inflammation, and Pain will ariſe in the 
| 4e 
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Auditorius, which frequently terminates in an &. 
ſeeſs : From hence becoming more acrimonious it 
will ſo erode the internal Cavity of the Mea, 
that it will be all foul'd with F:/ures, Clefts, and 
ſmall Ulcers in many Places, and with malignantTet- 
ters that frequently degenerate into ſtubborn Ulcers: 
From hence likewiſe will proceed a Diſcharge of 
Pus, Ichor, Sanies, &c. from the Ears. Secondly, 
the Bones of the internal Ear, beſides the gene: 1] 
Cauſes of Xxoſtoſes and Hypereſioſes which they have 
in common with the other Bones of the Body, are 
ſubject to theſe Diſorders from Cauſes peculiar to 
themſelves, viz. from the foul Vapours that ariſe 
from the ulcerated Fauces, and penetrate into the 
internal Ear through Euſtachian Tubes, and infect 
the Bones that they meet in their Paſſage with the 
virulent Miaſmata with which they are charged: 
Hence it comes that infected Perſons are frequently 
attack*d with Exotoſes in the bony Roof of the 
Tympanum, the Maſtoide Sinus, Labyrinth, 8c, or 
with Hyperoſtoſes of the four Bones of the Ear, 
the Incus, Malleus, Stapes, and Os Orbiculare: 
Theſe Bones enlarged by an Exaſtaſis or Hyperoſto- 
fis, are by degrees corroded by the virulent Lymph 
with which they are ſupply'd, and are eaten away 
by a flow Caries. Hence therefore it comes that that 
Pus, or rather a fetid ſtmking Ichor, will flow 
from the carious Bones upon the Tympanum,. and 
having eat through the Membrane of the Tympa- 
num, will fall Drop by Drop from the Meatus Au- 
ditorius, and with the Pus ſometimes whole Bones 
will come out which are of ſervice in hearing, or 
at leaſt Fragments of them, or ſeveral ſmall Pieces 
of Bones that are eaten off from the bony Roof of 
the internal Ear. In the Pox the Blood frequently 
ſtagnates in the Head, which is occaſioned either 


by preternatural Tumours, or by the 3 or

the Venereal Diſeaſe. 
Caries of either of the Tables of the Skull, which 


compoſed the upper or lower Part of the Cranium, 
from Nodes or Gangha of the Pericranium or Me- 


ninges; by Hydatis or Tubercles of the Plexus Cho- 


roides; from a Schirrbus of the Pituitary Gland 
which is ſituated in the Sella Equina; by an Im- 
poſtumation or gummy Tumour of the Brain, Sc. 
Secondly, from a Stagnation of the Blood, whether 
it proceeds from the Thickneſs of the Blood alone, or 
from any of the Cauſes that I have enumerated, 
which may retard the Courſe of the Blood ; by the 
vitiated Thickneſs of the animal Spirits, from 
whence they are ſecreted in ſmaller Quantities, and 
are ſlower in their Progreſs to the different Parts of 
the Body to which they are aſſign'd: Hence there- 
fore it neceſſarily follows that the Blood retarded 
in its direct Courſe ſhould turn into the lateral Ar- 


teries, which riſing from the Carotids go towards 


the internal Ear; hence all the Branches that creep 
through the internal Ear, and are ſituated near the 
Auditory Nerves, will be dilated, and their Vibra- 


tions will be ſo increas'd that by their repeated 


Strokes upon the Auditory Nerves, they will make 
the fame Impreſſion upon the Ear, which is rais'd 
by the tremulous Motion of the Air on the Percep- 
tion of Sounds. Hence proceeds the falſe Senſa- 


tion of Sounds in the Ear, which will be ſometimes 


continual and acute, like hiſſing; ſometimes con- 


tinual and grave, like buzzing; ſometimes inter- 


rupted and intermitting, and is call'd tingling or 
nmging. This Difference ariſes from the different 


Degrees of Tenſion and Vibration of the Nerves, 


or from the more frequent or rare Pulſation of the 
Arteries. Laſtly, Thickneſs of Hearing, nay Deaf- 
neſs is ſometimes occaſioned by the Venereal Diſ- 
eaſe, either becauſe the Bones which have been 
eaten with a Caries are quite periſhed, or at leaſt to 
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upon their Coats; or from Exaſtoſes of the Bones 


the Pox; and I fear, as the Ear is compoſed of 


an Ear-picker. Sometimes indeed the Ear-wax

Pat. By your Diſcourſe I apprehend perfectly 
well in what manner my Diſorder is occaſioned by 


ſo many Organs, Bones, Nerves, and Veins, if 
they are once diſcompoſed, it is not ſo eaſy a 
matter to reſtore them again and to cure the dif. 
order*d Parts: I am therefore apprehenſive I ſhal 
never perfectly recover my Hearing. But while 
we are on this Subject, as I have a Relation who 
has theſe feveral Years paſt had the ſame Noiſe in 
his Ears, and is almoſt deaf of one Ear (tho? !

Phy. As Diſorders in the Ears are occaſioned 
by different Cauſes, ſo according to the Cauſe and 
Quality of them they require different Reme- 
dies. In your Caſe, as the Noiſe in the Ear and 
Deafneſs ariſes from a Venereal Cauſe, as ſoon as 
that is removed by Salivation you'll recover your 
Hearing. Other Diſorders that very often affect 
the Ears, are Inflammations and Ulcers, Otalgia or 
Pain in the Ear, Worms, Tinnitus, or Noiſe, &c. 
all which may occaſion Deafneſs. Sometimes the 
external Paſſage of the Ear is block*d up; ſome- 
times the hearing Nerve is broke, or paralytic, and 
ſometimes the immediate Organ of hearing is diſ- 
order' d. If the external Paſſage is ſtopped by 
congealed Wax, the Ear muſt be cleanſed with

ſticks ſo cloſe to the internal Membrane of the 


cartilaginous or bony Paſſage, that we are obliged 
to ſoften it with Oil of bitter Almonds. Some- 
times the Glandules of the Paſſages are mightily 
ſwoln, inflamed, and exulcerated, and occaſion a 
conſiderable burning Heat in the Ears, a ſtretch- 
ing and violent throbbing Pain, with a Redneſs 
accompanied ſometimes with a Fever, a Delirium, 
and convulſive Motion; in which Cafe the Tu- 
mour muſt be either inſenſibly diſcuſſed or ſup- 
purated; diſcuſſed by Bleeding and Sudorificks, as 
in other Inflammations and Fomentations with 
Emollients and Diſcutients; or ſuppurated by ap- 
plying an Onion roſted under the Aſhes, Oil of 
Cham, &c. And when the Ulcer is broke, if the 
Matter that flows out is white and equal, c. it 
is better than if ſordid and ſanious, c. It is ſuf- 
ficient if only the Meatus Auditorius be kept clean, 
which may be done by waſhing it with Crine, and 
if the Ulcer is very ſordid, there muſt be added to 
the Urine, the Juice of an Onion and Honey of Roſes. 
We have ſometimes obſerved, that the Pain in the 
Ears is occaſioned by Worms, in which caſe the 
Patient commonly feels a ſharp ſhooting Pain, 
with a ſort of Gnawing. If the Worms, in this 
caſe, cannot be drawn out alive, they muſt be de- 
ſtroyed in the Place where they are. Warm Milk 
put into the Ears draws them out by its Sweet- 
neſs, ſo as to bring them forth. The Juice of 
Weormwood kills them, or at leaſt diſturbs them 
very much; but the Oil of bitter Almonds, with 
lome Grains of Merc. Dulc. will quite deſtroy 
them. As to the Noiſe in the Ears, this Diſorder 
is moſt frequently chronick, very troubleſome, and 
ſometimes ends in a total Deafneſs. It is ſeldom 
cured ; or if it be helped, it is apt to return again. 
But to give you an Idea of the Diſorder, and the

uſual Remedies, we muſt conſider in the firſt place, 


that this Noiſe varies according to the Cauſes 
which give riſe to it, and the Manner of the 
Sound: Sometimes it gives a tingling and hiſſing 
Noiſe, being occaſioned by the ſhaking of the ex- 
tended Membrane of the Drum or Labyrinth ; 
ſometimes it gives an humming, murmuring 
Noiſe, occaſioned by the ſhaking of the unbended 
and looſe Membranes ; the Cauſes of this Shaking 
are the beating of the Arteries, Inflammation, 
Apoſtemes, Ulcers, and Fermentation of the ſharp 
Humours, as we have obſerved before, where [ 
told you the proper Way of curing it. in the 
humming, murmuring Note, we muſt endcavour 
to remove the Moiſture that unbends the Mem- 
brane, and at the ſame time cleanſe the Ulcers, if 
there be any, and bring forth the glewy ſharp 
Humours, for which ſeveral Remedies are uſed; 
Fumes ex Succino Oliban, and Gum. Anime are 
very good; Eſſence of Roſemary, or Spirit. Sal. 
Armoniac put into the Ear with Cotton, is recom- 
mended as a ſingular Medicine by Zindanus: And 
J know, by Experience, that great numbers of 
People have been cured of the moſt inveterate 
Deafneſs with the Eggs of Ants bruiſed, and put 
into the Ear with the Juice of an Onion: But if 
the Deafneſs ariſes from the immediate Organ of 
the Ear, it is incurable. „ 
Pat. Sir, I am very ſorry IJ have taken you fo 
far out of the Road by my Curioſity of being 
informed of the Diſorders of the Ears, and J am 
much your Debtor for the Pains you have taxen 
to explain to me the Nature and Cauſe of theſe 
Diſtempers. I think *tis now time to reſume our

"Phy. I know the Perſon you mean. Thus is a 
new Buſineſs he has taken up, and, from a few 
ſucceſsful Inſtances, endeavours now to promote 
this lawleſs and impious Practice brought to us 
from the Turks; whereby ſeveral Diſeaſes and mor- 
bid Contaminations of the Blood and Humours 
are very often ingrafted along with the Small-pox. 
Any Barber-Surgeon may perform an Inoculation; 
there is no great Art or Difficulty in it; and as it is 
not the Phyſician's Part to introduce Diſeaſes but 
to cure them, none but mere Pretenders take upon 
them this ſort of Buſineſs.
